Food Prices Up, Up, Away

Up, up and away: That’s where food 
prices are going according to an 
A ssociated 
P ress 
m arketbasket 
survey. 
The AP surveyed the prices of 15 
food and nonfood item s in 13 cities on 
March I and has rechecked at the 
beginning of each succeeding month. 
An extra check was made this week in 
the wake of the lifting of price controls 
on all foods except beef. 
The total m arketbasket bill was up 
in 12 of the 13 cities checked. Pork 
chops and eggs led the list of higher- 
priced items, with increases of 20 and 
30 cents a pound on the chops and 
boosts of up to 17 cents a dozen on eggs. 
Previous increases averaged no more 
than a dime an item. 
One-fourth of the food items checked 
went up in price from July I to July 23. 
Twenty-two per cent of the total 
number of item s checked—food and 
nonfood—increased during the same 
period. 
In addition, the survey found 60 per 
cent of the food item s stayed the sam e, 
7 per cent went down and 8 per cent 
were not available on one of the check 
dates.

Erdvig, who said he and Brust had 
been friends for more than five years, 
said a mutual friend of the two had 
seen Brust’s torture chamber where 
police say Matson and his 15-year-old 
girl friend were forced into sex acts 
while Brust took pictures and the girl 
was tortured and raped after Matson 
was killed. 
Erdvig said the friend told him two 


months ago he had “heard of a few 
people who had gone in and not come 
out.” 


Police say 
a diary 
Brust 
kept 
suggested Brust had been involved in 
sado-masochistic tortures since 1961. 
“It looks like he had these kind of 
tendencies 
b efo re,” 
said 
M etro 
Detective Jerry Strickland. “On one 
hand Brust was sado-masochistic; on 
the other he had suicidal tendencies. It

Brust committed suicide by drinking 
cyanide mixed with cnocolate milk and 
Strickland said the diaries go into 
great length about suicide using cya­ 
nide. 

I was almost 
engulfed by the crowd,” was one entry 
in the diary, Strickland said. 
Police in nearby Fort lauderdale 
were first told of Matson’s death by his 
girlfriend last week after Brust 
released her.

The study, which began in 1932 in 
Macon County, was intended to 
determine by autopsy what effect 
syphilis has upon the human body.

The Senate gave prompt approval to 
a handful of land conveyance bills and 
voted 23-7 to include hotels and motels 
in operation prior to Jan. I, 1968, 
among those eligible to receive a 
liquor license allowing them to sell 
until 2:30 a.m.

WASHINGTON (AP) - John D. 
Ehrlichman. his sworn denials in 
conflict with the testimony of at least 
six others, faced questioning by 
skeptical Democrats on the Senate 
Watergate Committee today. 


Before the former presidential 
adviser began his second day of 
televised testimony, his lawyer, John 
J. Wilson, offered a lengthy legal 
argument defending the 1971 break-in 
by Ehrlichman's White House agents 
at the office of Daniel Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist. 
Wilson said the Supreme Court, in 
outlawing the administration’s use of 
wiretapping without court orders in 
domestic security cases, had left open 
the possibility of a ‘‘reservoir of 
power” in the White House in foreign 
security cases. 
Wilson said if the president may 
wiretap at will against foreign spies, 
“It is not a silly proposition for us to 
contend that 
an 
entry 
into 
the 
psychiatrist’s office under grounds 
which would be technically state bur­ 
glary ... is not different from an entry 
through his telephone system.” 
He added, “I know I am open to the 
attack, ‘Well, can he shoot somebody 
on the street?’ Well, I’m not going that 
far.” 
Committee Chairman Sam J. Ervin 
Jr., D-N.C., disagreed. “I don’t think 
the President has any power at all 
except what the Constitution gives 
him,” he said. 
“Where you and I part company is 
on the facts,” he said. Ervin said 
Ellsberg was not being prosecuted for 
giving state secrets to the Soviet Un­ 
ion, but for copying the top-secret 
Pentagon Papers and giving them to 
newspapers. 
Erhlichman said Tuesday the White 
House believed the Soviet Embassy 
had been given the papers, too, and 
that the conspirators who did it 
included some with Communist back­ 
grounds. 
Ervin said he couldn’t see the 


slightest relationship between foreign 
intelligence and the burglary of the 
psychiatrist’s office. 
He said he considered the burglary 
itself to be “domestic subversion and 
not a defense of this country against 
foreign intelligence activities.” 
Ervin noted that the Supreme Court 
had overruled President Harry S. 
Truman when he tried to nationalize 
steel mills during the Korean War. 
“I think that is authority for the 
proposition that the president has no 
inherent power to seize a steel mill in 
time of war, to carry on a war, and he 
has no inherent power to steal a 
document from a psychiatrist’s office 
in time of peace,” Ervin said. 


Sen. Daniel K. Inouye, D-Hawaii, 
said 
he 
was 
astounded 
by 
Ehrlichman’s denials of Watergate 
complicity. The former presidential 
aide began his appearance Tuesday. 
Committee chairman Sam J. Ervin 
challenged Ehrlichman openly on 
some elements of his story. 
Committee chief counsel Samuel 
Dash, asked if he would care to 
comment on the former presidential 
adviser's credibility, said, “I’m more 
tempted now than with any other wit­ 
ness, but I'm not going to.” 
Dash said he was only about one-fifth 
through with his interrogation of 
Ehrlichman.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by Lester L. Coleman, M D. 


It is not news when the 
Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development, 
composed of 24 of the world’s 
major industrial nations, notes 
that inflation has become a 
world wide problem of growing 
intensity. But it is noteworthy 
that the OECD’s computations 
of current inflation rates show 
that the United States has 
reversed its more moderate 
rank of last year. 


For all of 1972, the U.S. 
experienced an inflation rate of 
3.3 per cent, compared to an 
average rate of 4.7 per cent for 
the 24 OECD members. But 
during the first three months of 
1973, inflation in the U.S. shot 
ahead of most of the other 
member countries. 
The first quarter rate in the 
U.S. was 7.6 per cent. This 
compares unfavorably with 4 
per cent in France, 5 per cent in 
Sweden, 5.1 per cent in Holland, 
6.5 per cent in Belgium, 6.8 per 


So, after all these months, we are 
going to get the cross-Alaska oil 
pipeline. But there is no rest for the 
weary: now that the estimated ten- 
billion-barrel supply of crude oil that is 
waiting for exploitation under the 
North Slope field is to be made 
available, we are faced with the 
imminent necessity of planning for a 
second pipeline.

States will involve some close thinking 
about pipeline routes. If a gas pipe 
were to be constructed parallel to the 
oil pipe that will be carrying the liquid 
crude from the North Slope to the 
warm water Pacific port of Valdez, the 
gas would have to be compressed for 
transshipment by sea to Seattle or 
San Francisco or to the U.S. East 
Coast. This would be a most expensive 
proposition; it would be less costly to 
bring liquefied natural gas directly by 
sea to the U.S. from Algeria. The best 
route for a gas pipeline would be 
through the Mackenzie delta of 
Canada; as it moved southward it 
could

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
passenger train line linking Cleveland, 
Toledo, Akron, Canton, Columbus, 
Cincinnati and Dayton has been 
proposed by U.S. Sen.

When 
the clean air laws in various states 
prohibited the burning of high sulfur 
coal to make electricity, our public 
utility tycoons turned to natural gas 
because its price, couldn’t generate 
the funds necessary to discovering and 
exploiting new fields. As the old fields 
ran out, the utilities began burning 
more and more oil distillates; they 
even made big inroads on the supply of 
household heating oil. < Remember this 
when you are freezing next winter.) 
The 1972 level of distillate use by 
electric utilities was double that of 
1971, and almost triple that of 1970. 
Where the utilities had consumed only 
8,000 barrels of disllate oil a day in 
1967, they were burning 186,000 barrels 
daily in 1972. The latter figure is 80 per 
cent of the total distillate consumption 
of all the American railroads in 1971, 
or 40 per cent of the daily diesel fuel 
used in the trucking industry, or 125 
per cent of the diesel requirements of 
U.S. farm machinery. 
With the farm figure in mind, it is 
easy to grasp the indirect importance 
of Alaskan natural gas to Minnesota 
and Iowa farmers.

Single women started fleeing the 
north a few weeks ago in the wake of 
orders by the angry religious leaders 
demanding they get married or face 
dire consequences. 
The emirs claim the severe West 
African drought that has hit Nigeria’s 
arid north is due to the immorality of 
single women.

N orthw estern,S tate, unm arried 
women 
were 
given 
a 
week to find husbands. 
Wives who had deserted their 
matrimonial homes were ordered to 
return to their husbands immediately 
or face expulsion from the town. 
Many women fled rather than shop 
for husbands in the short time allowed. 
Others preferred remaining single, 
claiming the young men available for 
marriage were not ready to shoulder 
responsibilities. 


The emirs say prostitution, which 
they claim has become widespread in 
the strongly Moslem north, not only 
violates Moslem law but “disorganizes 
married homes and mars the fortunes 
of young men.” 
One man in Minna disagreed, 
arguing prostitutes contribute to the 
“social happiness of the town,” one 
local newspaper reported. 
In the university town of Zaria, the 
emir, Alhaji Mohammadu Aminu, 
summoned single women to his palace 
and lectured them on Islamic 
morality. 
Single women are to blame for the 
drought, he charged. The drought was 
“Allah’s punishment,” he said, “for 
adultery and fornication.” 
Prostitution has spread somewhat in 
Nigeria since the end of the 30-month 
civil war with Biafra that left many

O u td oor Etiquette 
M o re Im portant

As more and more people turn to 
nature as an escape from urban 
pressures, outdoor etiquette w ill 
assume greater importance than ever 
before. 
Rudeness is on the increase. 
Anybody who spends time outdoors 
knows the type. 
They are the noisy campers who 
party long into the night. 
Or the fishermen who flock to your 
side to horn in on the productive spot 
you discovered. 
Tliey are the hunters who invite 
themselves onto private property 
without permission. 
Or the powerboaters who zoom 
around the lake paying no attention to 
smaller boats or fishermen. 
Examples of outdoor misconduct are 
plentiful and offenses fail in two broad 
categories: safety and common 
courtesy. 
Safety, of course, is the most 
important area of concern and usually 
involves more or less formal rules and 
regulations, if not state or local laws, 
governing personal behavior on the 


water or in the field. 
But, etiquette in the out-of-doors is 
essential, too. 
The reason for the erosion of 
manners afloat and afield is twofold. 
First, the participation explosion in 
virtually every outdoor activity in the 
past IO years has been staggering. As 
the population of campers, hunters, 
fishermen and others increases, so do 
the bad-mannered among them. 


More importantly, the number of 
newcomers to the out-of-doors has 
grown enormously. 
There was a time when a young man 
was introduced to hunting or fishing by 
his dad, who probably learned from his 
father to respect the outdoors. 


Today, unfortunately, the opposite 
too often is the case. 
It is demoralizing to be fishing a 
quiet stream and have another angler, 
his young son in tow, come splashing 
up beside you and start slinging lures 
at the same deadfall you’re working. 
It is equally distressing to be casting 
a deserted shoreline and be buzzed by 
a powerboat full of youngsters with 
dad behind the wheel.

FARM GRAIN STORAGE 
A Paying Investment 


The U.S. Embassy has already 
drawn up an elaborate helicopter 
evacuation plan for its staff, selected 
other foreigners and specially chosen 
Cambodians. If serious fighting comes 
to the city, these people will be plucked 
from secret landing zones and flown to 
safety by U.S. Air Force helicopters 
based in neighboring Thailand. 
We can go within the hour,’’ one 
U.S. diplomat said. 
Here is how the three possibilities for 
the city shape up: 
The city will fall in a fight to the 
finish. Western diplomats who believe 
Phnom Penh could fall qualify their 
predictions by saying they doubt the 
Communist side has made a decision 
to attack. 
The irony for the Americans who 
have been trying to hold the Ix>n Nol 
government together is that the 
Communists are in a position to take 
the city almost by default. 
The Communist army, numbering 
around 40,000 Cambodian insurgents 
with 2,000 to 5,000 North Vietnamese 
advisers, launched its offensive in 
February. 
Western experts say the obvious aim 
was to draw the Phnom Penh army 
into a grinding fight in the field well 
outside the city. The intention was to 
force a political compromise in Phnom 
Penh. 
But the Phnom Penh forces fell 
back. Despite massive American 
bombing, the insurgents kept forging 
ahead. 
The insurgents apparently had 
neither the intention nor the capability 
to take the city. But as time went on, 
the circle tightened around Phnom 
Penh. Each day now on important 
Highways 2 and 3 a few miles from the 
city, the Phnom Penh troops fall back 
a little more. What started as a 
Communist military-political strategy 


to win concessions from the central 
government had now turned into 
something else: The capture of Phnom 
Penh is now an attainable military 
objective for the Communists. 
Man for man, the Phnom Penh army 
is no match for the insurgents. Without 
American bombing, the experts see 
defeat as inevitable. 
But the insurgents might not want to 
attack the city and risk destroying it. 
This brings up the second possibility, 
that Phnom Penh will be so strangled 
in a siege that the city will have to sur­ 
render unconditionally. Only U.S. 
bombing keeps the supply route to the 
city open. How long could Phnom Penh 
survive without resupply? 
Maybe two weeks. 
The third possibility would rule out a 
fight for the city. 
That is negotiations bringing in a 
Communist-dominated 
government. 
Western observers believe that the 
Communist side would accept only a 
coalition heavily weighted in its favor. 
The Communist side already controls 
about 80 per cent of the area of the 
country and more than 50 per cent of 
the population. The problem is, who 
does Phnom Penh negotiate with, and 
where? 
The most obvious leader might seem 
to be Prince Norodom Sihanouk, whose 
ouster as chief of state in 1970 was 
among the reasons for the war. 
Sihanouk probably would be only a 
figurehead in any future talks. He is 
anathema to 
the 
Phnom 
Penh 
government, and the insurgents have 
no cause to love Sihanouk. 
The guerrilla 
leaders 
remain 
faceless. 
Western diplomats see major 
difficulties in getting the insurgents 
together with the Phnom Penh 
government 
because 
of 
the 
unwillingness of the current leadership 


to let go their reins of power. The 
Communists in any talks undoubtably 
would insist on taking over most of the 
government. 
As of now, then, the first two 
possibilities seem 
more 
likely: 
Continued fighting that could lead to 
the fall of the city, or to its being forced 
to capitulate, by year’s end.

High Prices Seen For Soybeans 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Soybean 
prices at the farm during the crop year 
beginning Sept. I could average about 
$4.11 per bushel if projected production 
and export orders are realized, an 
Agriculture Department economist 
says. 
The estimate was made by Jimmy L. 
Matthews of the Economic Research 
Service in the July issue of the 
agency’s “Fats and Oils Situation’’ 
publication. 


For the 1972-73 season, soybean 
growers are expected to receive a 
record $4.25 per bushel, compared with 
$3.03 in 1971-72. Matthews said. The 
previous high of $3.33 was in 1947-48, he 
said. 


Matthews uses several economic 
models to show 
various price 
possibilities for the 1973 soybean crop. 
They ranged from a farm price 
average of $3 per bushel to a high of 
$4.50 depending on the supply and 
demand situation. 
Matthews also speculated that 1973- 
74 soybean prices could average “at 
least as high" as the expected $4.25 for 
1972-73. 


Matthews uses a crop production of 
1.588 billion bushels in projecting a 
farm price average of $4.11 per bushel 
in the coming crop year.

The company said no. 
“Obviously, he was not at work when 
he was dancing,” the company 
reasoned in a court hearing. 
But Mrs. Harrison pointed out that 
the party had taken place on company 
premises, 
under 
company 
sponsorship, as part of a company 
contest—and that all the company’s 
salesmen were expected to show up. 


The court decided that the dancing 
had indeed arisen out of the job, and 
granted the widow’s claim. TTie court 
said the party was simply 
the 
company’s way of inspiring its 
employees to greater effort. 


Workmen’s compensation laws 
generally cover accidents that occur in 
the course of employment. As a rule, 
courts have included any recreational 
activities that are closely connected 
with the job. 


This is especially true when the 
company plays an active role in the 
event. 


Thus, in a case arising out of a 
company picnic, the court granted 
compensation for an accident largely 
because of the participation of the 
company president. It seems he would 
use these occasions to present special 
prizes to employees and to give them 
pep talks about “our one big family.” 


Still, not every recreational occasion 
is covered. In another picnic case, a 
woman employee was hurt during a 
foot race. But when she sought 
compensation, the company pointed 
out 


1) that it paid only part of the cost of 
the picnic; 
2) that the picnic was held on a non­ 
working day, away from the company 
premises, with no pressure on anyone 
to attend; and 
3) that the company had nothing to 
do with the arrangements. 
The court decided it would be 
stretching language to call the 
woman’s injury “ an incident of her 
employment.”

In Proposal 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio 
senators rejected 13-16 Tuesday night 
a 
House change in a

November ballot issue to give a 
property tax break on land in Ohio 
used for recreational purposes. 
Rejected was a House amendment 
that would deprive owners and 
operators of outdoor recreational 
facilities who discriminate on the basis 
of sex, race, creed, religion, or 
national origin.

WASHINGTON (A P) - New mutiny 
charges have been filed against seven 
former prisoners of war in North 
Vietnam, but the Pentagon says three 
of them cannot be tried under military 
law.

Jr. brought the charges against two 
Marines and five Army enlisted men, 
the Pentagon announced Tuesday. 
Other misconduct allegations against 
the men were recently dropped. 
However, Pentagon lawyers said 
military trials cannot be held for three 
of them who have 
been 
given 
honorable discharges from the Army 
since the earlier charges were dis­ 
missed July 3. 
* 
A lawyer for one of the three 
discharged soldiers, former Spec. 4 
Michael P. Branch, 26, of Highland 
Heights, Ky., agreed. 
In a recent interview, Leonard 
accused the Army of failing to 
investigate the first charges, which 
were filed by Air Force Col. Theodore 
W. Guy. 
‘‘I do not believe the POWS who 
served honorably were given an 
opportunity to present their side,” 
Leonard said. 
The other two who have left the 
Army since Guy’s charges are former 
Staff Sgts. Robert P. Chenoweth, 25, 
Portland, Ore., and King D. Rayford, 
27, Chicago. 
Still in the service are Army Staff

Discover Body 
In Big Walnut Creek 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Franklin 
County authorities continued today to 
try to learn the identity of a woman, 
whose body was found tied and 
strangled in Big Walnut Oeek south of 
Columbus Tuesday afternoon. 
The coroner’s office estimated she 
had been in the creek one to two days. 


Practicing one of the potential fix-it 
tasks was the main training item 
planned today as Alan L. Bean, Dr. 
Owen K. Garriott and Jack R. Lousma 
neared Saturday’s launch date for 
their marathon 59-day mission. 


They scheduled a lengthy session 
with an electronic package called a

space station. 


Skylab uses nine RGPs, three in 
each axis—roll, pitch and yaw. They 
sense motion and provide that 
information to a computer which 
furnishes signals to control the position 
of the 85-ton space station. The three 
RGPs in each axis are redundant; only 
one is essential for performance. 
One RGP has been turned off 
because it malfunctioned, and five 
others have become overheated to 
various degrees but still are operative 
as the lab orbits 270 miles high. 
Bean, Garriott and Lousma are 
carrying the six-pack along in case 
they need replacements, a job that 
would require a two-man space walk. 
Officials said a change probably would 
not be made unless all three gyros 
were lost in one axis. * 
The Skylab 2 astronauts also will 
take along in their Apollo ferry ship a 
replacement parasol sunshade and a 
backup heat exchanger that might 
have to be used in case of problems. 
The $2.6 billion Skylab project 
almost was lost when the station was 
launched unmanned May 14. A shield 
ripped away during liftoff, exposing 
the laboratory to the sun’s heat. It also 
tore away one of two power-producing 
solar panels and jammed the other 
against the side, creating a serious 
electrical shortage. 
The launch of Skylab I astronauts 
Charles Conrad Jr., Dr. Joseph P. 
Kerwin and Paul J. 
Weitz was 
postponed IO days while experts 
developed a makeshift sunshade. The 
astronauts erected it by pushing it 
through a laboratory porthole and 
opening it like an umbrella. 
Among other repair jobs, they freed 
the jammed solar panel during a 
difficult space walk, nearly doubling 
electrical power. 
Bean, Garriott and Lousma will 
conclude their training Wednesday at 
the Johnson Space Center near 
Houston. They’ll fly to Cape Kennedy 
Thursday to prepare for their 
launching at 7:10 a.m. EDT Saturday.

In the north, rains are 
sending rivers over their banks. Snow 
has fallen within IOO miles of Buenos 
Aires for the first time in years, and 
temperatures in the capital district 


have dipped to 36 degrees. 
Nearly a million sheep are believed 
to have perished in Patagonia, a loss of 
SIO to $15 per head. Newspaper reports 
say that 50,000 to 80,000 cattle may 
have drowned in waters flooding the 
rich pampas of Buenos Aires Province. 
Housewives bundled up against near 
freezing weather formed lines in poor 
districts of Buenos Aires, carrying 


pails to collect heating kerosene from 
tank trucks sent out by the state 
petroleum company.

Agricultural experts said it would take 
some of the waterlogged land several 
years to be productive again. 
National and provincial highways 


were cut either by floods or snowdrifts.

Human loss of life has been low in 
the cold wave that gripped most of the 
country the past two weeks, but 
thousands of persons had to flee 
flooded homes.

families to return to their homes. 
The severe livestock losses could be 
a setback to the economy, which was 
just beginning to recover after several 
disastrous years of bad harvests and a 
drop in beef exports. 
Agricultural sources said that total 
losses in Patagonia alone could reach 
HOO million, including $15 million for 
sheep that perished.

Manmade Reefs Boost Fishing Off Florida 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (A P) - The 
ocean bottom off Florida beaches is 
being littered with old car wrecks, 
spare tires and abandoned kitchen 
appliances— all in the name of good 
fishing. 
More than IOO of the manmade reefs 
have been approved by state officials 
along 1,500 miles of coastline. 
“ Proponents 
of 
highway 
beautification confirm that old car 
bodies, refrigerators, stoves and 
washing machines are everywhere,” 
said Ken Woodburn, Gov. Reubin 
Askew’s environmental adviser. ‘‘A 
popular way to get them out of sight is 
to dump them in the ocean for artificial 
reefs.” 
In the last two weeks, Askew and the 
Cabinet have approved permits for two 
artificial 
reefs—car 
bodies 
off 
Apalachicola and concrete pipe in 
Tampa Bay. 
To be approved, the reefs must meet

“ We’re getting more than IOO boats 
every weekend.” he said “ Our reef is 
for the bread and butter fisherman, the 
guy with the 17 horsepower boat who 
doesn't want to spend all day looking 
for fish.” 
Mathews has a six-man crew on a 
barge making two trips a day dumping 
old tires into the Gulf three miles off 


Clearwater Beach. The state grant 
calls for 60,000 tires. Mathews’ crews 
have sent about 38,000 to a watery 
grave so far. 
Mathews, who did his master’s 
thesis on artificial reefs at Florida 
State University, said random piles 
produce more crevices and tunnels “ so 
the fish have a little bit better chance 
against the spear fishermen.” 
Greg Smith, a diver and marine 
biologist for the Natural Resources 
Department, said he’s found some 
artificial reefs off St. Petersburg to be 
more productive fishing grounds than 
natural reefs. 
He plans a series of environmental 
impact studies later this year on sites 
selected for future artificial reefs 
made of sunken liberty ships. 
Several counties have applications 
pending to claim the ships from the 
Navy’s mothball fleet in Mobile, Ala., 
for use as artificial reefs, according to 
Tom Savage, chief of the department’s 
Survey and Management Bureau. 
While environmentalists have raised 
no loud opposition to manmade reefs. 
Internal Improvement Director Joel 
Kuperberg said he believes their value 
as fish breeding grounds has been 
exaggerated. 
“ There has been some over­ 
promotion for artificial reefs being a 
replacement for natural esturine 


areas,” said Kuperberg. “ It should be 
made clear that while they are useful 
as gathering places for fish, they are 
not nursery grounds.” 
But popularity of the reefs appears 
unabated. Thirty-six of Florida’s 67 
counties have manmade reefs within 
their bounds.

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Prison Slayings 
Probed By Patrol 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Highway Patrol reported today one of 
two guards killed in a shooting incident 
at the Southern Ohio Correctional 
Facility died from a gunshot fired by 
another officer. 
Bennett Cooper, director of the state 
Department 
of 
Correction 
and 
Rehabilitation, released the finding, 
which he said was “a tentative 
preliminary one, subject to further pa­ 
trol investigation.” 
Cooper’s office said Gary 
T. 
Underwood, 24, of South Portsmouth, 
Ky., one of the two guards shot to death 
in the incident Tuesday, died from a 
bullet fired as officers tried to free 
three hostage guards being held by an 
armed inmate. 
“The correctional officer who fired 
the shot did so under the direction of a 
superior officer,” Cooper’s statement 
said. 
Cooper’s office promised further 
details soon. 
Earlier, prison officials had accused 
the inmate, Wayne laster Raney, 23, 
of killing both Underwood and Arthur 
Sprouse, 41, of Lucasville, during the 
noon-hour outbreak. 
The institution, meanwhile, was 
under an “administrative state of 
emergency,” with all 1,250 inmates 
confined to their cells. The highway 
patrol was investigating the incident. 
Flags at

buildings were lowered to half staff in 
honor of the slain officers.

Still unanswered was how Raney 
obtained the gun in the maximum 
security institution and what prompted 
his actions. 


“We don’t know what his motive 
was,” said John Linta of the 
Corrections Department. “Apparently 
there wasn’t any. 
“We have no idea where the gun 
came from,” he said. “It puzzles us.” 
The outbreak occurred in cellblock 
K-3, which houses inmates who have 
no job assignments and are kept in 
their cells most of the time. 
Whealon said lunch trays were being 
distributed to the men in their cells 
when Raney produced a pistol and shot 
one of the guards. Then he tied three 
guards into a human shield against the 
guns of other guards. 
For more than an hour officials tried 
unsuccessfully to talk Raney into 
dropping the gun. Raney repeatedly 
shouted, “don’t move in on me,” and 
threatened to kill his hostages. 
Finally, teams of guards rushed him 
from both 
ends of the 
two-tier 
cellblock.

Watergate Corners Richardson 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The growing 
W atergate 
confrontation 
has 
a 
cautious 
Atty.

Richardson in the middle between the 
President and the prosecutor. 
Richardson volunteers little and 
carefully 
weighs his response to 
questions about the approaching clash 
between President Nixon and special 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
Technically, 
Cox 
works 
for 
Richardson and Richardson works for 
the President. But Cox operates under 
a mantle of independence and his 
challenge to the President leaves 
Richardson squarely in the middle. 
When Cox on Monday subpoenaed 
White House documents and tape 
recordings Nixon had refused to 
provide, he touched off a constitutional 
confrontation. 
Does the President have legal or 
constitutional grounds for refusing the 
Cox subpoena, or two similar ones 
issued by Sen. Sam J. Ervin’s Senate 
Watergate committee? That question 
reached the attorney general Tuesday.

pressing for his view, but he responded 
with an opinion tenuously balanced 
between Cox and the President. 
On the one hand, he said, Cox is only 
doing his job by subpoenaing the 
documents. But on the other hand, a 
crim inal investigation does not 
automatically guarantee access to the 
President’s confidential papers. 
On Nixon’s side, Richardson says he 
finds 
“substantial 
legal 
and 
constitutional foundations’’ for the 
President’s refusal. 
Nixon’s 
argument 
that 
the 


constitutional separation of powers 
prevents 
forced 
disclosure 
is 
‘‘particularly 
persuasive 
with 
reference to the Ervin committee,” 
Richardson said. 
But he left the statement hanging 
without saying how valid he finds the 
same argument applied to Cox. 
On the one hand, he said he sees no 
constitutional issue so long as Cox “is 
visualized as carrying out an executive 
function.” He leaves unanswered the 
suggestion that Cox’s action might be 
perceived as more of a judicial than an 


executive function if and when it 
reaches a courtroom. 
Richardson’s Justice Department 
may not be able to steer clear of a 
direct role should the case reach the 
Supreme Court. 
Solicitor General Robert Bork, who 
works under Richardson, normally 
represents the executive branch in 
arguments before the high court. 
Richardson says 
Bork will not 
represent the President. He notes that 
Cox is part of the Justice Department. 
He doesn’t say whether the Justice 
Department, in die person of Bork, will 
argue against Nixon’s lawyer in any 
Supreme Court appearance.
